Points attacked include Fort William McKinley, Nicholas Air- 
field and two short/wave radio stations. A great fire has started 
near an army airport, on the édge of the city. It was later re- 
ported that in the attack on the air base, which lasted fifteen 


minutes, about 200 men were wounded.

SIAM TOLD TO FIGHT 


“I do not know yet what part Siam 
or Thailand will be called upon to play 
in thig fresh war, but a report has 
reached us that the Japanese have 
landed troops at Singora, which is in 
Siamese territory, on the frontier of 
Malaya.”’ 

Just before Japan had gone.to war 
with Siam, Mr. Churchill said, he sent 
the Siamese Prime Minister a message 
on Sunday early in the morning, tell- 
ing him that if attacked he should 
defend himself, and adding: ‘Thailand 
is a British interest, and we shall re- 
gard attack on you as attack upon our- 
selves.”’ ? 

It is worth while looking for a 
moment at the manner at which the 
Japanese have begun their assault, upon 
the English- king world, said Mr. 
Churchill. ve circumstance of 
calculated and characteristic Japanese 
treachery was employed against the 
United States.

going while a surprise attack was being 
prepared to be made before a declara- 
tion of war could be delivered. 

Although the imperative commit- 
ments of the war in Europe and in 
Africa have strained our resources, vast 
and growing though they are, Mr. 
Churchill went on, the House and 
Empire will notice that some of the 
finest ships of the Royal Navy have 
reached their stations in the Far East 
at a very convenient moment. Every 
preparation in our power has been 
made, and I do not doubt that we 
shall give a good account of ourselves, 
We ll all do our best, and when 
we think of the insane ambitions and 
insatiable appetites which have caused 
this vast and melancholy extension of 
the war, we can only feel that Hitler’s 
madness has infected the Japanese 
minds, and that the root of the evil 
and its branch must be extirpated to- 


gether. 

It is of the highest importance that 
there should be no under-rating the 
gravity of the new dangers we have 
to meet, either here or in the United 
States. The enemy has attacked with 
an audacity which may spring from 
recklessness, but which may also spring 
from a conviction of strength. i 
ordeal to which the English-speaking 
world and our him "a oo é ag? _ 
being exposed will certainly be hard, 
especially at the outset, and will 
probably be long; yet, when we look 
around us upon the sombre panorama

MANY U.S. SHIPS 


DAMAGED 
WHITE HOUSE 
STATEMENT 


WASHINGTON, Monday.—Active re- 
sistance is still continuing against the 
Japanese attacking force in the vicinity 
of Hawaii and reinforcements of ’planes 
are being rushed to the islands, says a 
White House statement, which men- 
tions that Wake and Midway Islands 
in addition to Guam and Hong Kong 
have been attacked. 

The statement, read by Mr. Stephen 
Early, White House Secretary, was as 
follows :— 

“American operations against the 
Japanese attacking force in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Hawaiian Islands are 
still continuing. A number of Japanese 
'planes and submarines have been de- 
stroyed. 

“The damage caused to our forces in 
Oahu in yesterday’s attack appear to 
be more serious than at first believed. 
In Pearl Harbour itself one old battle- 
ship capsized, several other ships have 
been seriously damaged, one destroyer 
was blown up; several other small ships 
were seriously hit. 

“The Army and Navy fields were. 
bombed, with the metres destruction 
of several hangars, and a large number 
of ’planes were put out of commission. 

“A number of bombers. arrived safely 
from San Francisco while the engage- 
ment was under way. Reinforcements 
of bay san are being rushed and repair 
work is under way on the ships, ‘planes 
and ground facilities. 


3.000 CASUALTIES 


“‘Guam, Wake and Midway Islands 
and Hong Kong have been attacked, 
but details of these attacks are lacking. 
Two hundred marines, all that remained 
in China, have been interned by the 
Japanese near Tientsin.

FIGHTING FOR 
MALAYA - 


SINGAPORE, Monday—An official 
communiqué issued at 5.30 p.m. by the 
Far East Command states :— 

‘Confused fighting continues in the 
Kota Bahru (Northern Malaya) aero- 
drome area.” The railway town of 
Sungei Patani, in North-western 
Malaya, has been bombed 

The following is the text of the noon 
communiqué :— 

“At about 1.30 a.m. on December 
8th some five merchant vessels escorted 
by warships approached the mouth of 
the Keiatan River, to the north of 
Kota Bahru. The landings from these 
began to be carried out supported by 
covering fire from the warships. 

“ Fire was at once asa ' by our 
troops, and later severe fighting de- 
veloped on the shore, particularly in 
the neighbourhood of Kota Bahru aero-. 
drome. Later ten more merchant 
vessels were located some ten miles 
further south. Bombers of the R.A.F. 
carried out moonlight attacks on the 
vessels off-shore, and, by daylight, at 
least two large enemy ships had been 
hit and set on fire. 

“At daybreak several bomber and 
torpedo bomber squadrons took off to 
continue the attack, with results which 
are not yet known. 

“Bo far three of our aircraft have 
not returned from these operations. 
By 8 a.m. all remaining enemy ships 
appeared to be retiring northward, 
leaving some landing craft and troops 
ashore, who were. being mopped up by 
our land forces. Air reconnaissance 
disclosed that landings were taking 
place in the Patani m3 Singgora areas 
of Southern Thailand.

Coursing 
To-Day’s National 
Cup Meeting 


By MASTER McGRATH 


HE most optimistic supporter of cours- 
ing in t open country could not 
have looked forward to anything like 

the entry received for the National Cup 
meeting, which opens to-day at Newbridge. 
That the Cup, long since regarded as the 
premier stake decided in the open in this 
country, should have received the maximum 
entry of thirty-two, and that the four sub 
sidiary stakes should have filled, is a 
tribute to the popularity of the meeting. 

Once only has the meeting been held on 
& preserve outside Newbridge. That was 
in 1937, when Dunshaughlin was the venue. 
It was a failure then and the original 
order was reverted to. The success of an 
open country meeting does not depend on 
the number of dogs entered; the essential 
is a good stock of game, and, if the ex- 
pectations of the promoting club are again 
realised, this meeting should, for the 
thirteenth time, maintain the highest tra- 
ditions of the sport. 

Glancing through the entry, one is struck 
by the number of racing dogs nominated. 
In the past “trackers” have done well at 
these mectings. There is no reason why 
they should not again come into prominence, 
for, after all, coursing the hare in the 
open country is fhé natural activity of the 
greyhound, and, as a prominent official of 
one of the racing tracks. remarked last 
week, it is a relaxation for the dog accus- 
tomed to tracking all through the season 
to he given a go at a real hare. 

The National Cup owes its inception 
fo Mr. Thomas Morris, secretary of the 
I.C.C., and the meeting has had no more 
staunch supporter. He won the first of the cups 
in 1928 with Main Guard, was in the last 
rounds in 1930 and 1939 With Might and 
Main and Mountie, respectively. and gained 
his second victory twelve months ago with 
Dark Invader. Now he is represented by 
Miss Butler's Battle Brunt, which in the 
recent Tipperary Cup was beaten in the 
first round by the ultimate. winner of 
the stake, Leading Border.

ROUMANIAN OIL 
FIELDS 


An exactly similar situation has 
been brought about with regard to 
Roumania in the Black. Sea. Indeed, 
in this case the whole business is more 
obvious and urgent—and the scope 
proportionately greater, The warlike 
effort of Roumania against Russia has 
been altogether more important than 
that of Finland. According to Turkish 
reports, Roumania put into the field 
no fewer than half a million men— 
and their casualties have been heavy. 
At the moment they are not. fighting; 
and it is said that they propose to 
maky the Bug River their frontier—a 
little eastward of Odessa. This, in 
effect, opens to British attack a RR 
of coast line extending back 
Constanza and beyond. It also exposes 
the Roumanian oilfields to aerial 
attack. Last year these are said to 
have produced 5,800,000 tons; and this 
year the Germans hoped to raise the 
figure as high as 9,000,000 tons. Such 
a production goes far to discount the 
view that Germany is in a bad way 
for oil. We may iake it that the 
Polish fields have been _ similarly 
boosted. 

For something more than a year— 
i.e., ever since Japan signed the 10- 
Year Axis Pact—these notes have 
steadily maintained that it would be a 
major strategical error for Britain to 
countenance the diversion to the Far 
East of anything beyond the strict 
minimum of her military effort. It 
was precisely to ensure that the diver- 
sion in question would be maximum 


and not, minimum that her Furopean

Even this Jast is a thousand miles 
nearer to Manila than-is Hawaii. By

ly-defended harbour, capable of 
sheltering and repairing warships of 
some size. There would, of. course, be 
in addition numberiess commercial 
ports, anchorages, etc. In short, 
America now would have secured the 
local operational “facilities which 
formerly she did not enjoy. There are, 
of course, also available Dutch East 
Indian bases. 

Not alone that, Britain would, in 
addition, arrange to garrison all these 
bases and hold them securely against 
even formidable land attack. For 
defence against aerial attack she could 
depend on the U.S.A.—a Power. amply 
supplied with the necessary means. 
Naturally, it would take some time to 
bring the. American aircraft and air 
personnel to the scene of action, and 
this could only be done | gestae , 
Britain would have to provide for the 
interim needs, But according as the 
American aviation came “on the job ” 
the British should fly away for the 
more important tasks, which exist in 
abundance. 


BRITISH POLICY 


The present. British policy goes very 
much further than this. Instead of 
‘“‘ garrisons’’ sufficient to keep the 
bases safe, they are obviously installing 
forces of strong Field Army 
dimensions and compositions, with sea 
and air fleets to match. This is, of 
course, exactly what Japan’s European 
partners in the Axis sought, when the 
agreement was signed in September, 
1940. More than this was never hoped 
for, we may be certain. , - 

Accordingly, there is a wide differ- 
ence between the best course of action 
to be adopted by Britain towards 
enemies in Europe and those in the 
Far East. The military position, in 
its broad features, can be regarded as 
definitely improved by the new attitude 
towards Finland and Roumania. In 
both these cases additional possibilities 
of mancuvre are gained—and by no 
means unimportant ones, at that. 
Germany, by contrast, is compelled 
thereby to spread her forces, which 
already are considerably stretched. 
Exactly the opposite is the case in the 
Far East. No victory in the Far East 
could possibly win the war for Britain 
—because Germany has no interest to 
be struck at there, whether ay are be 
economic, or other, It is already fairly 
clear that in Libya the new offensive 
was engaged with forces weaker than 
was nutes Yet; at the game time 
great resources of both men and 
material remain unutilised in other 
and less urgent theatres.

Money alone will not buy jam in ROTARY CLUB LECTURE 


this.country after this week. Faced 
with a critical situation, the Irish Jam 
Manufacturers’ Association are about 
te introduce a compulsory system 
which will render it impossible to pur- 
chase jam unless empty containers or 
jam pots corresponding in size to the 
amount of the purchase are returned to 
the retailers. 

Last week the Zrish Times announced 
a return to normal supplies of sugar 
for jam manufacturers, but yesterday 
Mr. William H. Baskin, Secretary of 
the Association, told an /rish Times 
reporter «hat, from the point of view 
of maintaining employment, a supply 
of jam pars was even more imporatnt 
than that of sugar. There is a great 
amount of fruit pulp awaiting conver- 
vion, and the additional sugar will help 
to overcome that side of a difficult 
position, but, in the event of inability 
to obtain adequate containers it will 
not be a ga to continue production. 
Meanwhile, school children will be 
asked to collect jam jars, for which 
they will be paid. Retailers, on their 
part, are to be supplied in future only 
with an amount of jam corresponding 
to the number of jars they return to 
the manufacturers, 


ECONOMIC FORESTRY 


At least 300 acres of production 
wood are required to form a forest 
which could under favourable condi- 
tions be economically managed, said 
Dr. M. L. Anderson, Director of Fores- 
try, Department of Lands, in the 
course of a lecture, illustrated by 
lantern slides, on ‘‘ Some Problems of 
Forestry,’’ which he gave last night 
to the Engineering and Scientific Asso- 
ciation of Ireland at 35 Dawson street, 
Dublin.

EMERGENCY POWERS 
(RESTRICTION ON 
PHOTOGRAPHY) ORDER, 


1939. 

The Minister for Defence, on 20th 
December, 1939, made an Order under 
the above title, which is still in force. 
This Order provides that no person 
shall, except under the authority of a 
written permit granted by or on 
behalf of a Minister of State, make 
any photograph, sketch, plan or other 
eee een, of defence works or 

litary buildings; railways or railway 
premises; docks, dockyards or harbour 
works; electricity, gas or water works; 
reservoirs or oil stores: aircraft or 
aerodromes;.ships or war or merchant 
vessels; bodies of armed yng, ms 
armament or equipment used or in- 
tended for the use of the Defence 
Forces or in the protection of the 
civil population against attack from 
the air, or of a restricted place or any 
part thereof.or any object therein. 

The public are warned that in 
future any instance of contravention 
of this Order which comes to notice 
will result in a prosecution. It. 
should be noted that under the pro- 
visions of Section 5 of the Emergency 
Powers Act, 1939. every person who 
contravenes a provision of an Emer- 
gency Powers Order is liable on 
summary conviction to a fine not 
exceeding £100 or to imprisonment 
for a term not exceeding six months 
or to both such fine and imprison- 
ment.

‘War in the East 
Yesterday was a day of confusion in. 
world affairs, On Sunday Japan not only 
had announced that she was at war with 
tha United States and Great Britain, but 


had proceeded by means of overt acts to 
place the issue beyond all possible doubt. 


~| Yet the Governmersits of Washington and 


London, operating through “ the usual 
channels,’’ solemnly declared war on 
Japan yesterday; such is the way of 
democracy. The civilised world long since 
has ceased to expect belligerent nations 
to observe the rules of what, somewhat 
cynically, still is described as “ inter- 
national law.” Mankind at the moment 


The nation that gets its “ blow in fust ”’ 
acquires a military advantage that cannot 
be ignored; and the old days of formal 
declarations of war, with special trains 
for belligerent ambassadors, are as. dead 
as the chivalry of Agincourt or Crecy. 
The facts of the new situation are simple 
enough. For some time past it has been 
fairly obvious to those who have been 
watching the course of international affairs 
that serious trouble was brewing in the 
Pacific. When Prince Konoye was forced 
to resign from the Premiership of Japan, 
there no longer could be any reasonable 
doubt that war was in the offing. The 
only question was: when would it break 
out? The world began to hear about 
Japan's ‘‘ legitimate demands’’ in the 
Pacific ; and there was a familiarly sinister 


Admiral Nomura, entered into negotia- 
tions with the Government of the 
United States, ostensibly to achieve by 
diplomacy what otherwise must be 
achieved by force of arms. These parleys, 
from the outset, were doomed to failure. 
The Americans could not possibly acquiesce 
in Japan’s policy towards China. They 
also had their own interests in the Pacific 
to consider, and, almost from the 
beginning, Mr. Cordell Hull, President 
Roosevelt’s Secretary of State, adopted an 
attitude of determined firmness. While 
these talks were in progress in 
Washington, Japan struck. As the 
British Prime Minister pointed out in 
the House of the 
Japanese High Command, and not the 
Tokyo Government, announced, after an 
offensive had been started against both the 
United States and Great Britain, that a 
state of war existed. No previous warn- 
ing had been given; but, in view of the 
events of the past couple of years, no 
warning ought to have been expected. The 
highly realistic rulers of Japan dispensed 
with all unnecessary formalities. They 
struck first, and prepared to talk after- 
wards; and when, yesterday, President 
Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill took the 
necessary steps to declare war against 
Japan they merely registered a condition 
of affairs which, in fact, had existed for 
the better part of the previous twenty- 
four hours. 

For nearly forty years people have been 
talking about a war between Japan and 
the United’ States; and it has come at 
last—with a vengeance. The hostilities 
were opened by aerial attacks on certain 
American possessions in the Pacific—par- 
ticularly on the Island of Oahu, in the 
Hawaiian group. Then followed an 
attack on Malaya, a British possession, 
in the course of which Japanese troops 
landed on British soil. According to 
American reports, the air raids on Oahu 
were far more serious than the first 
bulletins suggested. One American 
battleship capsized in Pearl Harbour, 
and several others were.damaged more or 
less seriously. The defences were taken 
completely by surprise by this daring raid, 
which was carried out at an almost 
incredible distance from the nearest 
Japanese base. There wef®abeut three 
thousand casualties in Oahu alone, and 
at least half of them seem to have been 
fatal. Guam, Wake, and the Midway 
Islands also were attacked, and the speed 
at which the Japanese worked indicated 
that careful preparations had been made 
for some time. Attacks also were 
delivered against Hong Kong and other 
British centres, but by far the most 
serious was that against Malaya, which 
involved an invasion by Japanese troops, 
the results of which have not yet been 
made clear. Singapore has been bombed 
severely. Everywhere, the Japanese have 
taken the initiative. They appear to be 
determined to pursue an offensive policy, 
especially at sea. Geography has made 
them peculiarly vulnerable to blockade; 
and their main hope of victory lies 
in what the Germans describe as “ blitz- 
schnell,’’ or lightning action, in order, 
if possible, to force a decision before their 
opponents have had time to settle down 
to a long-term war. In the House of 
Commons yesterday Mr. Churchill warned 
his audience of the dangers . that 
threatened both the British Empire and 
the United States. Japan, he said, had 
attacked with an audacity that might 
spring from recklessness, but also might 
spring from a conviction of strength. 
Nobody seems to know precisely how 
strong the Japanese Empire is. It, 
undoubtedly, is rich in man-power, 
although it has serious preoceupations in 
China. Its material resourees are poor, 
particularly in respect of oil, which is so 
important in modern warfare; and it 
hardly could be expected to sustain a 
long “war against the Anglo-Saxon world 
Powers. On the other hand, it would 
be exceedingly foolish to under-estimate 
the strength of the Japanese armed forces, 
or the fierce resolve of the Tokyo Govern- 
ment to make the most of its chances. It 
seems that the Government of Thailand 
already has ceased to resist invasion, and 
has agreed to grant free passagé to 
Japanese troops across its territory. The 
authorities of the Netherlands East Indies 
have expressed their intention to defend 
their trust at all costs; and the British 
have a fairly strong naval force at 
Singapore. All parties and groups in the

Post-War Planning 


The Minister for Supplies made a 
thoroughly sensible speech at the 
Insurance Institute’s annual dinner. It 
was not less sensible because it was 
couched in extremely general terms—terms 
so general, in fact, that they might have 
been described as vague. Yet, when a 
Minister or anybody else deals with the 
future, whether of this country or of the 
world, he is bound to employ generalities, 
for the good and simple reason that 
nobody has the faintest notion of what will 
be the condition of things in another ten 
years, or five years, or one year. This 
country of ours may be a vassal State at 
the end of the present war; that is one 
of the alternatives which Mr. de Valera 
posed a few weeks ago; on the other hand, 
it may have preserved its independence, 
its prestige and a certain amount of its 
prosperity. It is too early to prognosti- 
cate. Much depends on which side gains 
the victory, a very great deal on what 
use the victor makes of his advantage. 
Nevertheless, if we assume the most 
favourable fortune for ourselves, we still 
must consider what our own conduct will 
be after the war; for nothing is more 
certain than that, in considerable degree, 
our destinies will lie in our own hands. 
For the time being, says Mr. Lemass, we 
must be content to plan for the immediate 
future—from year to year, if not from 
week to week; all that concerns us is our 
preservation as a nation and as 
individuals. It is when the war ends that 
we must begin the real task of nation- 
building. By that time many lessons will 
have been learned. We shall be able to 
distinguish between the real value 
of wealth and the false value of 
money; many of the doctrinaire theories 
which have been a subject of con- 
tention between our political parties 
will have been shaken inside out. In 
effect—we have paraphrased him freely— 
this is what the Minister for’ Supplies 
has said. He might have said more. He 
might have laid less stress on what will 
happen after the war and more stress on 
what can be done while the war is still 
in progress. He might have made a 
clear and ringing call for national unity 
—if only for unity between the parties— 
in order to present a solid front, not only 
to the dangers that confront our country 
now, but to the equally great perils which 
will confront it after, the signing of peace. 
Such unity must be achieved now, or it 
never will be achieved. This—or never— 
is the time for the sinking of differences, 
those differences between fellow-country- 
men which appear so paltry in comparison 
with the appalling issues that divide 
 virtaeity the rest of the world. We have 
no great faith in academic ‘‘ planners”’ ; 
yet we would urge Mr. de Valera’s 
Government to sink its pride, and to call 
upon all men of good-will in the country, 
without respect of party, to join in the 
formation of a body that will plan the 
post-war course of this nation as the 
Defence Conference is trying to plan the 
tcourse of national security. Such an in- 
vitation would evoke a sincere response; 
the people would make certain of that, 
and the politicians would have to follow. 


Girls Beat Boys 


According to the official results in the 
1941 Intermediate examinations, girls did 
slightly better than boys. The actual 
figures, showing the percentage difference, 
were 83.7 as against 77.9. ‘‘ When nature 
divided the human race into two parts,” 
says Schopenhauer, ‘‘ she did not cut it 
exactly in the middle. She gave most of 
her treasures, physical as well as spiritual, 
to man, and made woman the bad side of 
the bargain— acreature chiefly endowed 
with cunning.”’ Schopenhauer would say 
that it is the cunning of girls that enables 
them to do better than their brothers in 
examinations. In his own day, no doubt, 
boys stood a better chance than they 
stand now; for in those days it was not 
usual to attach much importance to the 
education of women. Then, as even now 
in some homes of limited means, most of 
the money available for education would 
be spent on the’ boy, while the girls had to 
make shift with what they could scratch 
up by the way. The healthiest birds, how- 
ever, are those, that have to scratch for 
their living. and se it often has proved in 
the human family, The boy who is driven 
to learn, and is continually reminded by 
his parents of the days to come when he 
will have to earn his own living, may not 
take so kindly to learning as his sister, 
who feels that her own education can 
never be so good as her brother’s unless 
she exerts herself in her own interests. 
That she should do so out of a pure love 


of learning for its own sake is contrary to 
the belief of the German philosopher, who 


holds that she is ever a creature of ulterior 
motive. Nowadays, when boys and girls 
compete with one another on equal terms, 
the only serious conclusion to be drawn is 
that there is not really much difference 
in the intellect of either sex. A woman's 
brain may be two ounces lighter than 
a mans; but in an examination 
she still can secure at least as 
many marks as her male competitor. 
Although Schopenhauer’s philosophy now 
seems remarkably out of date to all except 
the confirmed misogamist, one of his 
claims still seems to carry some weight. 
“The most eminent .of the whole sex,” he 
says, speaking of women, “ have never 
accomplished anything in the fine arts 
that is really great, genuime and original, 
or given to the world any kind of work 
of permanent value.” In spite of a!! 
her so-called successes at schools and 
universities, what does woman ever do 
afterwards to prove that her intellect is 
capable of anything more than the 
accumulation of marks with the aid of 
memory and a capacity for imitation? 
Some modern thinkers are inclined ‘to 


believe, on the other hand, that woman

Sponsor 
of the. great International Eucharistic 
Congress at Manila in 1936, Dr. O’ Doherty 
was consecrated Bishop at St. Nathy’s 
Cathedral, Ballaghaderreen, in 1911, «tthe 
same time as Dr. Morrisroe was elevated 
to the See of Achonry.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Behind the Scenes 


There is intense activity in the Ward- 
robe Department of the Theatre Royal 
these days, where Miss Kiely and her 
small army of assistants have been busy 
for the past six weeks making the 130 
costumes to be worn by the cast of the 
Christmas pantomime, “Cinderella.” 

It is an event unique in the history of 
the theatre in this country, because 
hitherto costumes were always hired from 
Great Britain. The costumes which Miss 
Kiely is making will be of a better quality 
than ever has been seen in an Irish pan- 
tomime, because, owing to the scarcity of 
material, she had to buy up everything 
offered, including the best quality velvets, 
brocades and silks. 

Materials, she says, are going to be very 
much more difficult to obtain in the future 
now ‘that Japan is at war, because it was 
from that country that we cot all supplies 
of artificial silks and calico. 


Dressing a Pantomime 


‘It has always been my ambition to 
dress a pantomime,”’ said Miss Kiely, as 
she showed me the costume to be worn by 
Noel Purcell as one of the ‘‘ ugly sisters.” 
It was, indeed, as she described it, “As 
tall as Nelson’s Pillar.’’ 

She was dress. designer to the Gate 
Theatre for MacLiammoir and Hilton 
Edwards for many years, and went to 
Cairo with them on tour. The Gate used 
to hire costumes from England before the 
war also, and often they were not very 
satisfactory. 

‘‘ Sometimes they would not fit,” said 
Miss Kiely, ‘‘ and sometimes they were at 
least fifty years out of period, which would 
not suit the meticulous audiences of the 
Gate. Often there was the request: 
“Chris, make us a costume,” and I used 
to sit down at 2 in the morning and work 
all night at it.” 


Stevenson's House Demolished 


I learn with some regret that Robert 
Louis Stevenson’s former home at Bourne- 
mouth—the only place where he lived in 
Fngland—has now been completely de- 
molished, after its partial destruction by 
enemy action about a year ago. 

Stevenson named the house Skerryvore 
after the lighthouse of that name, which 
was erected by his father in the Hebrides, 
and it was there that he did some of his 
best literary work.
